The chief features of the Secretary's Report were the 
measures taken by the Executive Committee, in pursuance of 
a Resolution adopted at the last annual meeting in regard to 
the erection of monuments to mark the sites of the Indian 
Mission Stations, Meniolagomeka and Wechquetank, in Monroe 
County, Pennsylvania, and to ensure the publication of Bro. J. 
Taylor Hamilton's History of the Moravian Church. 

A special committee, consisting of the brethren Eugene 
Leibert, Abraham S. Schropp, Frank Kunkel, Joseph A. Rice, 
and G. A. Schneebeli, was appointed to carry out the Monroe 
County monuments project. This committee at once proceeded 
to ascertain the exact sites of Meniolagomeka and Wechque- 
tank, and to solicit contributions from members and friends of 
the society. They have secured the title to a suitable lot for a 
monument at Meniolagomeka, but their negotiations to obtain a 
similar piece of ground at Wechquetank has not, as yet, been 
successful. Up to this time contributions amounting to $324.50 
have been received, and $40.07 have been expended. It is hoped 
that the monument at Meniolagomeka may be erected and dedi- 
cated during the coming year. 

In order to secure the early publication of Bro. J. Taylor 
Hamilton's History of the Moravian Church, the Executive 
Committee gladly accepted a proposition, made by Bro. 
Hamilton, that this work be published as one Volume of the 
"Transactions," and it was agreed that the Society purchase a 



sufficient number of copies for distribution to the present 
members, and for future use, for which purpose an appropriation 
of five hundred and fifty dollars was made. This valuable work 
is now nearly ready, and it will be delivered to the life members 
of the Society as soon as received from the binder, and to the 
active and associate members on payment of their dues in full 
for the years 1900, 1901, and 1902.

James M. Beck, Assistant Attorney General 
of the United States, who is a great great grandson of the 
distinguished missionary Bernhard Adam Grube. The latter 
had served faithfully and efficiently both at Meniolagomeka and 
Wechquetank, to which the attention of the Society has often 
been directed during the past year, and the latter of which 
formed the subject of the principal paper presented at this 
meeting, and the brief, but eloquent, address which Bro. Beck 
delivered, in response to enthusiastic calls, was received with 
all the greater interest on this account.
